GENERAL  REVIEW 


STAFF 

AFTER  rendering  excellent  service  over  a  period  of  nearly  three  years, 
Mr.  Dudley  Waterman  left  the  services  of  the  Society  to  take  up  the 
appointment  of  Curator  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Archaeological  Museum. 
As  a  token  of  appreciation  of  Mr.  Waterman's  services  your  Council  was  pleased 
to  elect  him  to  Honorary  Membership  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Anthony  Tynan,  trainee  assistant  during  the  past  two  years,  was  accepted 
as  a  student  at  Reading  University,  and  Mr.  Geoffrey  Watson  was  appointed 
to  succeed  him.  Since  his  appointment,  Mr.  Watson  has  set  up  a  series  of  most 
interesting  and  instructive  cases  illustrative  of  life  in  the  past  from 
pre-Cambrian  times  to  the  present  day. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Begg,  student  trainee  from  New  Zealand,  in  the  department 
of  archaeology  and  natural  history,  left  to  undergo  a  course  of  further  study 
at  the  Institute  of  Archaeology. 

THE  MUSEUM 

If  anything,  routine  determinations  of  both  natural  history  and  archaeo¬ 
logical  material  increased  during  the  year  and  this,  together  with  the  absence 
of  the  Keeper  owing  to  illness,  and  changes  in  staff,  considerably  delayed  the 
preparation  of  material  for  exhibition. 

The  study  collections  continue  to  grow  and  our  relations  with  allied 
institutions  have  been  close. 

OBSERVATORY 

At  no  expense  to  this  Society  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Observatory  was 
completed  by  Mr.  Neville  Vear,  Honorary  Curator  of  Astronomy,  and  by  Mr. 
F.  Vear,  his  father.  For  their  generosity  and  unstinted  support  of  the 
Society’s  work  your  Council  is  most  grateful. 

THE  GARDENS 

In  view  of  the  forthcoming  Festival  of  1951  the  Council  is  proceeding  with 
all  possible  speed  to  lay  out  many  parts  of  the  grounds  with  new  bedding 
material  as  part  of  an  overall  plan  to  make  the  grounds  as  attractive  as  possible 
for  what  promises  to  be  a  memorable  occasion.  During  the  year  much  dead 
wood  was  removed  from  the  inner  beds  for  the  reception  of  flowering  shrubs. 
The  rock  garden  has  been  entirely  remodelled  and  attention  has  been  paid  to 
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the  herb  garden  with  the  intention  of  re-establishing  this  comer  of  the  grounds 
to  its  former  usefulness  and  interest  to  botanists.

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

Mediaeval  Architecture. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  J.  Stuart  Symer 

F.R.I.B.A.,  F.S.A. 

During  the  past  year  careful  thought  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  the 
future  of  the  collection  of  mediaeval  remains  in  the  possession  of  the  Society. 

It  is  realised  that  the  present  arrangement  of  the  exhibits  leaves  much 
to  be  desired  because  of  overcrowding  and  lack  of  system  in  the  layout.  Not¬ 
withstanding  this  it  can  truthfully  be  said  that  even  under  the  present  imperfect 
conditions  the  seriously  minded  visitor  and  student  has  facilities  for  viewing 
examples  of  mediaeval  art  such  as  would  be  difficult  to  find  elsewhere  in 
England. 

Any  scheme  for  the  better  display  of  the  collection  will  be  handicapped  by 
the  serious  lack  of  adequate  space  and  by  the  heavy  expenditure  that  would 
be  entailed  by  the  movement  of  the  specimens.  A  substantial  improvement 
could  be  effected  by  the  removal  of  some  of  the  many  duplicate  specimens  of 
moulded  stonework  and  other  items  of  minor  interest  which  now  encumber 
the  floor  space.  Even  a  minor  operation  like  this  would  be  expensive  in  these 
days  of  heavy  labour  costs,  and  voluntary  help  for  heavy  work  of  this  kind 
would  be  difficult  to  obtain. 

The  Committee  is  fully  alive  to  the  urgency  of  the  need  for  an  improvement 
in  the  display  of  the  collection  and  will  do  everything  possible  to  achieve 
something  in  that  direction  during  the  coming  year. 

The  necessity  for  the  reconditioning  of  the  portion  of  the  gardens  within 
the  walls  of  the  Abbey  Church  has  also  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Committee. 
The  area  of  the  old  Choir  and  Sanctuary  has  suffered  seriously  not  only  because 
of  unavoidable  neglect  during  the  war  years  but  also  from  the  upheaval  caused 
by  the  explosion  of  a  bomb  in  the  foundations  of  the  Norman  apse.  Here  again 
the  matter  of  expense  is  a  major  consideration,  but  it  is  hoped  that  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  damage  caused  by  enemy  action  may  be  borne  by  the  War  Damage 
Commission. 

The  Committee  is  in  communication  with  the  Ancient  Monuments  division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Works  with  a  view  to  a  joint  examination  of  the  problem  on 
the  site  and  an  agreement  as  to  the  proper  methods  to  be  adopted  for  putting 
the  foundations  and  the  ground  surface  generallv  into  satisfactory  condition. 
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Coins  and  Medals. — Honorary  Curators,  Mr.  J.  F.  E.  Gelson  Walker,  M.A., 
and  Mr.  Geoffrey  Thompson,  M.A.,  F.S.A. 

On  12th  July,  1949,  Mr.  William  Plant  discovered  an  earthenware  jar  in 
a  field  at  Skipton  Bridge,  near  Thirsk,  containing  383  silver  coins.  These 
consisted  of  groats,  half  groats  and  pennies,  and  dated  from  Edward  I  to 
Henry  IV.  An  inquest  on  the  hoard  was  held  at  Thirsk  by  the  Coroner,  Col. 
Innes  Ware,  assisted  by  a  jury,  and  it  was  found  to  be  Treasure  Trove.  The 
coins  were  sent  to  the  British  Museum,  where  the  authorities  kept  27  of  them, 
then  kindly  allowed  this  Society  to  acquire  126  of  the  remainder,  chosen  by 
the  Curators,  to  be  kept  together  and  to  show  the  types  of  the  hoard. 

Mr.  Ben  Foggitt,  of  Thirsk,  presented  a  large  parcel  of  mixed  coins  for  the 
Museum  and  young  collectors.  From  this  gift  some  nice  specimens  were  put 
in  the  collection,  including  Roman,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century  tokens 
and  one  rare  nineteenth  century  Beverley  threepence. 

Many  enquiries  have  been  answered,  and  the  Curators  have  endeavoured 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  latest  developments  in  Numismatics. 

Entomology. — Honorary  Curator,  Dr.  J.  H.  Fidler,  M.A. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  re-organization  of  the  Coleoptera 
collections  has  been  continued.  Press  of  outside  commitments  and  the  fact 
that  the  only  time  free  to  the  Honorary  Curator  to  do  this  work  is  in  the 
evenings  has  meant  that  progress  has  been  slow.  A  start  has  however  been 
made  on  the  Carabidae,  a  group  which  is  particularly  well  represented  in  the 
Ellis  collection  as  well  as  the  other  collections  in  the  Society’s  hands. 

Additions  have  again  been  made  to  the  Orthoptera  collection  and  this  is 
now  comparatively  complete,  only  lacking  those  species  which  are  restricted 
to  the  south-west  of  the  country.  The  Diptera  collection  has  also  been  looked 
through  with  a  view  to  arranging  it  in  some  order.  This  has,  however,  proved 
impossible,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  unidentified  specimens  and  the  almost 
complete  lack  of  literature  on  this  group  in  the  Society's  library. 

Other  activities  have  included  the  preparation  of  a  series  of  specimens 
illustrating  various  methods  of  preserving  and  setting  the  various  families 
of  insects.  This  has  proved  of  considerable  use  in  the  training  of  students. 
This  period  has  also  seen  the  publication  of  the  list  of  the  Coleoptera  of  Askham 
Bog.  This  paper,  published  in  the  Naturalist,  has  been  reprinted  as  a  booklet 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Yorkshire  Naturalists’  Trust  Ltd. 

Meteorology. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  A.  Wentworth  Ping,  M.A., 
F.R.Met.Soc. 

Recorder,  Mr.  A.  Colley. 

Statistics  of  Station:  Longitude  1  5'  W. ;  Latitude,  53°  57'  N.;  height 

above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 

Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  19.98  inches  as  against 
23.55  inches  for  1948,  a  decrease  of  3.57  inches,  and  4.46  inches  below  the 
average  of  24.44  inches  for  the  preceding  50  years.  The  wettest  months  of  the 
year  were  November  3.25  inches,  April  2.48  inches,  July  2.42  inches  and 
October  2.24  inches.  The  driest  months  were  June  0.57  inches,  February7 
0.62  inches,  January  0.68  inches  and  September  0.80  inches.  The  heaviest 
fall  of  the  year  occurred  on  13th  July,  when  0.97  inches  fell. 
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Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  87°  F.  on  12th  July  to  22°  F.  on 
5th  February;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1949  being  65°  F.  as  against  62°  F. 
for  1948. 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  (mean  of  max.  and  min.)  was  51.2°  F., 
as  against  50.0°  F.  for  1948.  July  gave  the  highest  mean  with  63.3°,  then 
August  with  62.7°.  March  and  January  were  the  lowest  with  41.1°  and  41.3° 
respectively. 

Barometer.  A  mean  pressure  of  1016.8  millibars  (30.02  inches)  (1000 
millibars= 29.531  inches  of  mercury)  at  M.S.L.  (corrected  for  diurnal  variations) 
has  been  recorded  as  against  1014.9  millibars  (29.97  inches)  for  1948.  November 
gave  the  lowest  mean  for  the  year  1006.3  millibars  (29.71  inches).  February 
was  highest,  1023.9  millibars  (30.24  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the  baro¬ 
meter  was  taken  on  30th  January,  1044.4  millibars  (30.84  inches),  and  the 
lowest  on  1st  January,  960.2  millibars  (28.35  inches),  all  readings  corrected  to 

M. S.L.  The  extreme  range  was  therefore  84.2  millibars  (2.49  inches)  as  com¬ 
pared  .with  68.4  millibars  (2.01  inches)  in  1948. 

Winds.  Observations  of  winds  show  that  during  1949  we  had  “ strong'  ’ 
winds  on  66  days  (force  4 — 7  Beaufort  Scale)  as  against  67  in  1948.  The  winds 
observed  at  9  a.m.,  G.M.T.,  were  N.W.  70;  W.  65;  S.  58;  S.W.  58;  S.E.  46; 

N.  34;  N.E.  18;  and  E.  16. 

Thunder,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  12  days  as  against 
10  days  in  1948;  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  13  days  as  against  10  days,  and  hail  was 
recorded  on  4  days  as  against  3  days  the  previous  year. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine  recorded  at  Bootham  School  amounted  to  1560.8 
hours  as  against  1331.7  hours  in  1948,  an  increase  of  229.1  hours  for  the  year. 
The  daily  mean  was  4.28  hours,  and  the  percentage  of  possible  sunshine  35  as 
against  30  in  1948.  The  sunniest  months  of  the  year  were  June  with  243.2  hours 
and  May  with  221.2  hours.  January  and  December  were  lowest  with  38.0  and 
43.6  hours  respectively. 

The  year  1949  was  notable  for  the  exceptionally  sunny  weather.  The 
months  of  May,  June,  July  and  August  all  exceeded  200  hours  of  sunshine  each 
month,  and  high  temperatures  were  recorded.  February  v~as  unusually  sunny 
with  103  hours  of  sunshine. 

Rainfall  was  a  good  deal  below  the  average.  It  was  the  driest  year  since 
1921,  and  many  areas  suffered  from  drought  and  shortage  of  water  supply. 

January  and  February  were  chiefly  mild  and  dry.  Light  falls  of  snow 
occurred  early  in  March.  April  was  warm  and  sunny,  though  the  rainfall  was 
rather  in  excess  of  the  usual  rainfall  for  the  month.  May  on  the  wdiole  was  dry 
and  sunny.  June,  July,  August  and  September  were  exceptionally  sunny,  dry 
and  warm,  with  temperatures  exceeding  80  degrees.  The  rainfall  in  most  areas 
for  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  was  up  to,  or  over,  the  average  amount. 
Snow  fell  in  York  on  9th  and  10th  December,  covering  the  ground  for  a  period 
of  three  days. 

There  were  periods  of  mild  and  sunny  weather  till  the  close  of  the  year.
